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Methods of Preserving Timber 


The department of forestry 
could do the country a service by 
publishing scientific knowledge 
about the preservation of that 
essential of civilization—timber, 
says the Toronto World. 

It is almost unbelievable by us 
moderns tnat piles driven by the 
hut dwellers of the Baltic several 
centuries ago are shown to be ae 
sound today as when first placed. 
The wooden coffins in which 
Egyptians buried their dead are 


"| still preserved in perfect condition 


after thousands of years of ser- 
vice. 

The longevity of timber under 
these two extremes of climate and 
moisture conditions has naturally 
made pcople ask, what causes 
wood decay? The answer is fungi 
and bacteria, low forms of plant 
life which live in the wood and 
draw their nourishment from it. 

The little organisms are so little 
that a microscope is required to 
see them, yet their work results 
in the destruction of billions of 
feet of timber each year and the 
railroad corporation with its cross 
tie vill running up into seven 
figures and the farmer who 
spends a hundred or so dollare a 
year for fence posts are alike 
drawing upon the knowledge of 
experts in all parts of the world 
in effcrts to learn the most 
economical and most satisfactory 
method of preserving wood 
against the inroads of decay. 

In studying the means of pre- 
venting decay wood-preserving 
experts have learned many things 
about the obnoxious fungi which 
sap the life of timber. 

“The small organisms can grow 
either in light or in total dark- 
ness; both of them require re- 
quisite amounts of air, food, 
moisture and heat. If one or 
more of these essential require- 
ments is lacking, they cannot 
live, and the decay of timber wili 
not take place. 

Wood corstantly submerged in 
water never rots, simply because 
there is an insufficient supply of 
air. This condition accounts for 
the soundness of the old Baltic 
piles. ; 

On the other hand, if wood can 
be kept air-dry it will not decay 
because there will then be tou 
little moisture. The timber used 
by the Egyptians will last indefi- 
nitely so long as it is bone-dry. 

Tnere are a great many wuses, 
however, where it is imposible to 
keep wood submerged in water, 
or in an absolutely air-dry con- 
dition. In fact, a large percent- 
age of the timber which is used 
is exposed to the weather, and is 
subjected to decay simply because 
it contains enough air and enough 
water for the decomposing organ- 
isms to get a foothold. . 

Decay is most serious where 
the atmosphere is warm and 
damp, because these conditions 
are inost favorable for its develop- 
ment. 

Decay may be prevented by 
two general methods, by treating 
the wood with antigeptics, thus 
poisoning the food supply of the 
organisms which cause decay and 
by treating it with oils, which 
renders it waterproof. psa 

A combination of these two 
methods is most ccmmonly used, 
as when wood is treated with 
creosote it fills up the pores in the 
timber and keeps out water, and 
is also a powerful antiseptic.

Practice Hygiene While 
Teaching.

With all theoretical knowledge 
presumed to bein posesssion of 
the world to-day relative to the 
merits of fresh air an astonishing 
number of persons seem to be 
very much afraid of it. 

1f this apparent ignorance were 
confined to those whose know- 
ledge of the laws of health might 
pardonably be considered rudi- 
mentary, the surprise would not 
be so great, but it is more than 
strange that so many well in- 
formed citizens take special pains 
to keep the fresh air out of the 
living rooms, and particularly 
out of sleeping rooms. 

It might be presumed that in 
the schools, at least, proper at- 
tention would be paid to so im- 


portant a subject. 


In class rooms full of foul air 


| teachers are instructing pupils in 


physiology and hygiene explain- 
ing to them the merits of that 
wonderful natural remedy, oxy- 
gen, and then perhaps wondering 
how it is that they are so lifeless 
that they seem unable to grasp a! 
simple truth. 

In the treatment of tubercul- 

osis the value of fresh air is 
'generally recognized. If it is so 
| beneficial to the ailing, curing 
unaided a disease onc¢ considered | 
inevitably fatal, and doing this 
even in the more advanced stages 
what may it not be dependent 
upon todoin the way of pre- 
venting the thousand and one 
other diseases which seize upon 
the body when it isin a weakened 
condition as a direct result of 
breathing bad air? 

A little less theory and a little 
more practice in the teaching of 
hygeia in the schools might fix 
in the pupils habits which would 
add materially to the well being 
of the present and all future 
generations. 


Alberta’s Grain Crop. 


Reports show Alberta’s total 
grain crop, 24,000,000 bushels last 
year, over3,000,000 bushels being 
winter wheat. General Freight 
Agent Halstead, of the C. P. R. 
estimates acreage of crop this 
year 30 per cent increase over 
last. 

Canadian Pacific predicts Bow 
Valley will become continent’s 
greatest exporting area of agri- 
cultural products. How quickly 
prediction will be r2alized gained 
from freizht increases February 
1909, over February 1908. Out- 
going shipments show following 
gains: Cattle, 771-3 per cent; 
grain, 264 1-2 per cent, total 
showing average of 185 per cent’ 
increased. Especially interesting 
are large increases in shipments 
of live stock and dairy products 
showing how rapidly residents of 
the valiey are adopting diversi- 
fied farming. Year freights re- 
port received “from this district 
show increase in incoming freight 
of 60 per cent, 197 over 1906, and 
119.2 per cent last year over 1906 
while outgoing increased 66 per 
cent over 1908, grain shipments 
alone being 12 1-2 times heavier. 


Test for Sanitary Milk. 


**Clean milk,’?? says Woman’e 
Home Camy anion for April, ‘‘has 
no distinct flavor, simply a 
sweet, pleasant taste. If any 
flavors are present they are arti- 
ficial. 

‘‘A test for the sanitary con- 
dition of milk is as follows: Take 
a pint of milk as it is received 
from the milkman, pour off a few 
spoonfuls, to facilitate shaking 
and place in a panful of warm 


water, ninety-five to one hundred 
degrees. 
‘When thoroughly warm 


throughout add one rennet tab- 
let which has previously been 
dissolved in one spoonful of water 
and shake, then set away in a 
warm place for a few minutes. 
‘““When curdled, cut the curd 
thoroughly with a knife, to let 
out the whey. Let stand for a 
few minutes, drain off all whey 
possible, and continue to pour off 
as the whey accumulates. There 
will then be a lump of compact 
eurd. Cut this in two with a 
‘knife, so that it will fall out. 


“The character of this curd} 


will show very clearly the sani- 
tary quality of the milk. 
spengy and full of numerous 
holes, undesirable forms of 
bacteria, particularly those that 
produce gas, are present. | 

‘‘This class of bacteria is con- 
sidered by authorities to be one 
of the causes of epidemic diar- 
rhoea. 

If firm and smooth, with a few 
or no holes, the milk is clean and 
has‘been handled in a sanitary 
manner. This test may be con- 
tinued further by placing the 
curd back in the bottle and filling 
half full of water. If the curd 
floats it indicates that the milk is 
unclean; if it sinks, the milk is 
reasonably clean.”’ 


Alberta Yield Best. 


The wheat yield per acre in Al- 
berta last year was 33 bushels 
and the oat yield 49 bushels. A 
depatch from High River says: 
“The town of High River, Al- 
berta, -has the honor of being the 
largest grain shipping point in 
Canada, 1,026,182 bushels of 
grain having been shipped this 
reagon to date from High River; 
744 cars were supplied for these 
shipments. Five years agonota 
bushel of grain was shipped from 
this point. Last season 315,000 
acres were under oultivation in 
the High River District. To a 
High River farmer, D. C. Me- 
Donald, also belong the honor for 
the record yield of fall wheat. 
From a field of 60 acres Mr. Mc- 
Donald threshed 3,570 bushels or 
an average of 53 1-2 bushels per 
acre. R. D. Bowar, ‘another 
High River farmer, has made a 
record from a 41 acre field, which 
he has had under cultivation for 
four years. During that period 
the field has earned $4,376.50, or 
$106 25 per acre.

Renew Their Demands. 


The fight for government owned 
elevators at interior points is 
being vigorously maintained by 
the inter-provincial council of 
farmers’ associations, which has 
just issued and is widely distri- 
buting two phamplets reviewing 
the agitation to date and re- 
atating the arguments in support 
of the project. a 

Inthe pamphlet ‘‘A Provincial 

Elevator System,’ in which the 
plan is worked out with estimates 
of cost, etc., it is claimed that 
the farmers are not asking that 
the government system be made 
a@ monopoly. 
- The three western governments 
in their joint reply to the farmers 
associations declared that gov- 
ernment owned systems of ele- 
vators must needs have a mono- 
poly; and that they had not the 
power, under the constitution to 
establish such a monopoly. 

What the.farmers want as_ set 
forth in the phamplet, is a chain 
of government elevators operated 
if necessary, in competition with 
privately owned elevators. ‘‘All 
the benefits,’’ it says, ‘‘inherent 
in a system of farmers’ elevators 
covering every shipping point 
will be found in a government 
system with a number of ad- 
ditional ones.”’

CRATER LAKE. 


A Drowned Out Volcano—Its Waters 
Are 2,000 Fect Deep. 

The new Crater lake, National park, 
in Oregon, already bids fair to rival 
as a resort for the tourists the famous 
Yosemite valley. People are begin- 
ning to visit Iu great numbers, attract- 
ed by the unique and spectacular scen- 
ic features which it offers, and the ap- 
proach to‘it, hitherto somewhat difi- 
cult, Is belug made much easier by a 
railroad now In process of construction. 

Crater lake gets Its name from the 
fact that it occupies the crater of an 
extinct volcano. Five miles In diam- 
eter and nearly circular in shape, it is 
the deepest body of fresh water in 
America, Soundings have fixed its 
depth at 2,000 feet. Only one lake In 
the world, that of Baikal, is deeper—by 
400 feet, In other respects, however, 
{t is altogether unique, Encircled as 
it is by almost vertical cliffs, which 
are reflected In the clear and brilliant 
blue of the water, it presents to the 
eye. spectacle unsurpassed, 

As a great natural and scenic fea- 
ture of this country Crater lake ranks 
witb Niagara falls and the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado, It is unique and 
In its way unrivaled. There are In the 
United States hundreds of extinct vol- 
canic craters, but this is our only 
great one. 

Think of it!) This mighty hole In the 
summit of the Cascade range is near- 
ly six miles in dinmeter and over two- 
thirds of a mile In depth. Once upon 
a time It was filled with boiling lava. 
Today it contains a benutiful lake of 
fresh water, which {!s encircled by a 
ring of precipitous cliffs from 500 to 
2.500 feet high without break or out- 
let. 

The extraordinary depth of the lake 
naturally led to a widespread popular 
belief to the effect that it had no bot- 
tom. It is a familiar kind of delusion. 
Any small body of water, wherever 
found, whose bottom Is beyond reach 
by the longest fishing line is sure to 
gain the repute of being bottomless, 
Within two miles of New Haven, 
Conn., is a.cleft in the bills that Is oe- 
cupied by a large pond called Lake 
Saltonstall. Thowgh considerably less 
than 200 feet in depth, it is declared 
by people who live In its netghborhood 
to have no bottom. No wonder, then, 
that Crater lake, with an actual depth 
of 2,000 feet, should be tmagined to 
possess no floor whatever!—Technical 
World. 


Explaining by Rubber Stamp. 

“Once in so often,’ said a business 
man, “I get a letter, typewritten, of 
course—what other kind does one get 
nowadays?—with a signature unfa- 
miliar to me, though the name {fs fa- 
millar enough. Under the name Is an 
explanation, put on with a rubber 
stamp, running something like this:

As soon as the smoke arose all 
the monks and people near by came 
rushing up to him, but none thought of 
putting the fire out or of helping the 
unfortunate man in any way. They 
looked on till the fire ended and then 
earried the body away and gave it a 
very fine funeral.--Straits Echo.

THE LONDON LANDLORD. 


He is a Tyrant, and His Tenant Is a 
‘ Sort cf Slave. 

According to Syduey Brooks, Lon- 
don correspondent for Harper's Week- 
ly, New Yorkers who live in rented 
flats or houses are enjoying a condl- 
tlon of paradise compared with the 
lot of the London tenant. 

The British landlord, he complains, 
is a tyrant, and the long lease system 
is the basis of his tyranny. The sys- 
tem of twelve months’ leases that ob- 
talns in New York is the Magea Char- 
ta of the tenant. It has done In- 
finitely more for American bappiness 
than either the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence or the divorce laws. It 
makes landlords compliant and con- 
fers upon the tenant a status of some- 
thing very Ike equality. 

To be able to take a house or a flat 
for a year, with the option of re- 
newal at the same rent—a rent that 
in houses includes all decorations and 
repairs and in flats includes steam 
heat, electric light and a perpetual 
supply of hot water—is to be a free 
man. 

What London landlords are appar- 
ently on the lookout for is a slave, 
and a slave who, besides being a mil- 
Nonatre, will outlive Methuselah. Vir- 
tually it is nothing more than the 
skeleton framework of a home that 
he hands over to you for twenty-one 
years. The tenant does the rest. 

If he wishes to add a new window 
or to put in the electric Nght it must 
be done at his own expense. You are 
to imagine a procession of tenants 
passing through every London house, 
each one of them laying out money on 
some pet improvetnent of his own, 
this one adding a billiard room, that 
one concentrating on a gas cooking 
range, a third lavishing parquet floor- 
ing upon the drawing room, a fourth 
bringing the bathroom up to date, a 
fifth Installing a. heattng system, and 
so on. And every one of these addi- 
tions becomes in the end the land- 
lord’s property. : 

Eleven Years.

England’s Premier Peer. 

The birth recently of a son and heir 
to the Duke of Norfolk was treated in 
England as an event of almost national 
importance. The Duke of Norfolk is 
a man of mark in many ways. He is 
the most important lay member of the 
Roman church in Great Britain and 
acts to all intents and purposes when 
occasion arises as British ambassador 
to the Vatican. He is also the premier

Files cause in New York city alone 
about 650 deaths from typhoid fever 
and about 7,000 deaths yearly from 
other diseases. Last year a fly was 
captured on South street, in New York 
(not far from one of the city’s biggest 
meat and fish markets), that was found 
to be carrying in {ts mouth and on its 
legs more than 100,000 disease bacteria. 
Files walk over decaying and fetid 
matter, for which they bnve a natural 
nffinity, and then, entering meat mar- 
kets and homes, travel over the food, 
‘oxplore the milk pitcher and also light 
directly on the skin of the household- 
‘ers.—Success Magazine,

Annual Meeting of the Members of the Staff 
in Charge of the Indian Industrial Institute, 
Red Deer, Alberta. 


The second annual ‘meeting 
under the present management 
wag held April 16th. The chair 
was occupied by Prinvipal Barner 
and the annual report with 
financial statement as sent to the 
Department of Indian Affairs at 
Ottawa, was read and reviewed. 

This report shewed* the work 
of the year to be'very satisfactory 
in every respect, excepting that 
of attendance, the number .of 
pupils present at the opening of 
the government year, viz: 1st 
April, 1908, was 59, after the 
admissions and d‘scharges of the 
twelve months the present: con- 
dition of the roll is 48. 

The Principal has paid special 
attention to the matter of recruit- 
ing during the year, having made 
a house to house visitation of the 
following Indian Reserves: White 
Whale Lake, Saddle Lake, White 
Fish and Good Fish Lakes, 
Hobblema; and at Morley a con- 
ference was held with all the 
heads of families. These visits 
have been paid with the object of 
trying to arouse the Indian people 
to the necessity of educating 
their children. 

The internal life of the institute 
is a marked improvement upon 
any previous year of its history, 
the pupils have made rapid strides

Budget.

Mr. Fielding’s budget speech 
shows a surplus. He must be 
unsophisticated indeed who ex- 
pected anything else. In these 
days for a minister of finance to 
acknowledge a deficit in a budget 
statement would be to proclaim 
himself a novice in the craft of 
office. And Mr. Fielding ie by no 
means a tyro. He is a past master 
in the tricks of the trade. Pro- 
bably it was Mr. Fielding that 
Premier , Rutherford had in his 
eye when he said that some gov- 
ernments used capital account to 
hide inconvenient expenditures 
and to enable them to make a 
better financial statement than 
that to which they were entitled. 
Sertainly Mr. Fielding finds a 
capital account most useful. It 
swallows up such expenditures as 
that on the Newmarket canal, 
a dry ditch dug to assist the pol- 
itical aspirations of the minister 
of justice, but useless for all other 
purposes, and that on the Quebec 
bridge, which tumbled down at a 
cost to the country of over six 
millions of dollars. So long as 
this kind of expenditure is given 
the euphonistic title of capital 
account, Mr. Fielding imagines 
that it does not count, and blithely 
claims a surplus, although he 
added last year over fourteen 
millions to the coun'ry’s debt 
Unfortunately, he cannot conceal 
the fact that whereas the expendi- 
ture per head of the population 
was $5.46 in 1896, it had increased 
to $11.00 last year. This is a 
pretty good record for a govern- 
ment that condemned the ex- 
penditure of 1896 as prodigiously 
| extravagant.

Ottawa, Ont., April 21.—W. D. 
'Scott, commissioner of immi- 
gration, was before the commons 
agriculture committee today.

immigrants will come to Canada 
this year. Last year, he said, the 
arrivale totalled 146,808, which 
was a decrease of 44 per cent.
